Besides the fact 
that this would provide for a broader and 
niore worldly outlook upon culture in 
general, it is an important factor in es- 
tablishing a better understanding and 
appreciation 6f foreign peoples, and in 
consequently procuring a greater amount 
of amity and goodwill as between nations.

His cqperatle debut caine at the Hamburg Opcoil^ 
in 1937. when he sang Cavaradossl - in Puccini's

Twentyif Ive years ago, at the age of eight, 
Crooks sang in the church choir of his home-town, 
Trenton, N. J, At the age of twelve he went to 
New York to sing solos at AU Angels' Church, It 
was about this time also that he stored honours 
with Henrietta Schumann-Helnk at a music festi- 
val in Ocean Grove, N. J. The motherly oontralto 
was veiy pleased with the boy, and kissed hhn as 
a mark of her favour.
